PROPOSAL 

Demolish a ca. 1940 house. 
 
ARCHITECTURE 

One-story front-gabled frame bungalow with a projecting, partial-width, front-gabled 
partially inset porch; single and paired 1:1 fenestration.  
RESEARCH 

The house appears to have been built around 1940 by William M. and Mary Lorene Daniell, 
who lived here until around 1970.  William M. Daniell was a laborer, who then opened the 
Govalle Garage at 3000 Govalle Avenue with John R. Buchanan and Cecil Searcy.  By the 
mid-1950s, Daniell was the proprietor of the Airport Boulevard Garage, and in the 1960s, 
he had Bill’s Auto Repair at this location, but also apparently worked as a mechanic for 
Armstrong-Johnson Ford on Airport Boulevard (the predecessor to Leif Johnson Ford).  
Since the mid-1970s, the house has been a rental property. 
STAFF COMMENTS 

The house is beyond the bounds of any City survey to date. 
STAFF RECOMMENDATION 

Release the permit.  The house is currently a safety hazard, and has been vandalized to the 
point where documentation is no longer justified.  The house had neither the architectural 
nor the historical significance to warrant individual designation as a historic landmark.
